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To the Inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Litchfield on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, next at one 
of the clock in the afternoon to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for the Public Library. 


4. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
Memorial Day and make appropriation for same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not exceeding $51.00. 1/100 of one per cent 
of the Town’s Valuation based on the 1949 assessment for 


the Merrimack Valley Region Association. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
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Aid for permanent improvements of highways. The Towp 
must raise $157.65 and the State will contribute $630.60. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise - 
for support and maintenance of the Fire Department. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to continue the Town 
Survey and make provision for same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year 1951. 


10. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
Salaries of Moderator and Ballot Clerks, and make provi- 
sion for same.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the School District of Litchfield: 


The School Board is able to report no shifts in teaching 
staff over last year. This is fortunate in that a continuing 
personnel makes for a more smoothly running school 
system. 


Several new changes and additions have been made inside 
the school building. These changes have been necessitated 
by our awareness of the fire hazard and our desire to make 
the school environment more beneficial to our pupils and 
more pleasant for them. Because of the increased enroll- 
ment it was discovered that the septic tank was inadequate. 
A larger tank was, therefore, installed, which should be 
sufficient to take care of our needs for several years. A 
second door was cut in the dining-room at the foot of 
the basement stairs. A metal covering was put on the 
inside of the furnace-room door. Fire extinguishers have 
been ordered, and a new exit is being contemplated leading 
from the basement classroom to the outside. A partition 
was built between the basement classroom and the corridor. 
All these changes were recommended by the State Fire 
Marshall or a representative from the State Board of 
Education. 


A plaster ceiling was installed in the dining room and 
the walls have been painted. A gas stove and a large 
refrigerator have been installed in the dining-room to facili- 
tate the preparing of the hot lunches. Mrs. Haight will no 
longer have to sacrifice space in her home refrigerator to 
store the perishable school food supplies. 


Because we are receiving less federal aid for our hot 
lunches this year, it may be necessary to raise slightly the 
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cost of the hot lunches. We are, however, fortunate in that 
we are receiving more state aid this year than last.

To the Litchfield School Board: 


I herewith submit my second annual report on the condi- 
tion of your schools: 


The past year has been highlighted by the following 
developments: 1. An unanticipated decrease in enrollment, 
2. Several major alterations to the building, 3. Introduction 
of the Rinehart Handwriting System, 4. A very smooth 
running school. 7 


This fall there were about twenty less pupils enrolled than 
was expected. This decrease lightened the per pupil load 
of each of the three teachers very much. I believe the results 
show in the work being done by the youngsters and the 
individual attention being given by the teachers. Although 
it is hard to predict how long this condition will continue, 
there is no present emergency and any thought of possible 
additions to the existing building can be postponed. 

The alterations made have improved the physical plant a 
great deal. The lunch room is now one of the most pleasant 
I have seen and the equipment added has aided. Mrs. Haight 
a great deal. She was doing an almost super-human job in 
attempting to prepare lunches under the former conditions 
and certainly deserved the aid the more efficient kitchen has 
contributed. The safety factor has been materially improved 
_and but little remains to be done to eliminate all hazards. 


The outstanding contributions this year to the education 
of the Litchfield pupils is without doubt the introduction of 
the Rinehart Handwriting System. Although there has not 
been sufficient time to prove the value of this investment, 
the results are already beginning to show in all of the written 
work of the pupils. 
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The three teachers have been very conscientious in their 
efforts to provide a good educational background to all of 
the children. They have also been very much aware of the 
part the school can play in developing good habits on the 
part of the younger generation. 

The effects of the present crisis in world affairs will not 
be felt as much in the elementary grades as in the secondary 
schools and colleges, however, even the elementary schools 
will have to make some adjustments. Our social studies 
program should place more stress on our rich heritage and 
possibly less on purely factual material. There is bound 
to be shortages in certain school supplies and possibly even 
text books. The cost of these items can be expected to 
increase. . 

The biggest single effect can be expected in the form of 
a shortage of teachers even more critical than we have yet 
seen. Every school district should carefully consider the 
part that salaries play in keeping and obtaining able teachers. 

The fine cooperation of the school board, teachers and 
parents has made this year an enjoyable one. It is only 
through such cooperation that our schools can continue to 
improve.
